End of Germany’s Dream 


Ships Never Safe 


Realisation of the Oner Dazzling 
Prospect it Now Impossible 

The great adventure is over. Che 
war may, despite the submarine, go 
on for a considerable time. 1 It may 
last until Europe is bled white and 
exhaustion becomes the . price of 
peace. But the glittering mirage of 
world dominion to be won, as Silesia 
was won a century and three-quarters 
ago, by a generation of extraordinary 
preparation and one great and unex¬ 
pected thrust, lias faded before our 
eyes. The vision of a Germany 
stretching from the English channel 
to the Persian gulf, and bound to¬ 
gether by a “Bagdad-Bahn” which 
should run from a German Antwerp 
to a German Basorah, is now as 
much a part of the world’s great fic¬ 
tion as the travels of Sinbad the Sail¬ 
or or the tale- of the Second Cal-'n- 
dar. Above all the iridescent dream 
of h world whose destinies should 
'hang upon the word of a llohcnzol- 
lern is at an end. For, whatever de¬ 
lusions may still be cherished by the 
authors qf the great design, or the 
cfedt^Ious souls who were lured into 
seconding this magnificent ambition, 
whatever the outcome of the war or 
the settlements devised by diplomats, 
one result of the past two years aud 
At half has made the realization of 
this dazzling prospect impossible. It 
is the revelation of the Prussian 
mind. Such, after two years and a 
half of conflict, is the dominant note 
[of anti-German literature.—Wilbur 
[C. Abbott in the Yale Review. 


West Plays an Important Part to 
Prosperity of the Whole 
Dominion 

There is growing evidence that 
Western Canada is taking less inter¬ 
est in politics and more interest is 
pqlicy. Led by the Grain Grown* 
and other farmers’ organizations, 
public opinion—and, with increa.-tng 
evidence of success, the voting 
strength—is being lined up in support 
of a platform which puts western ag- 
licultural interests first and party 
very poor second. Efforts are no Jr 
being made to swing this platform as 
the farmers ticket in the next Domin¬ 
ion election and to send to Ottawa a 
solid representation to support ‘.he 
agricultural' demands which arc not 
only advocated by the prairie wheat 
growers, but have the endorsation of 
the National Council of Agriculture. 
1 he action of the Regina Daily Post 
in deserting party ranks to take an 
independent attitude is one of the 
straws which indicate the direction 
of the breeze. The outstanding point 
is that the West finds little use for 
politics as known in the East. Agri¬ 
culture is the great industy in coun¬ 
try or town and public opinion sup¬ 
ports that industry.' We in the East 
who know and appreciate the need 
of tariff protection to guard our na¬ 
tional industrial exi<teqce should not 
ignore this growing force in the West 
nor should we forget that the pros¬ 
perity and development of the West 
plays a part in the 'prosperity and de¬ 
velopment of the yrtiole Dominion.— 
Exchange. 7

How the Undersea Boat Becomes 
Entangled in Its Meshes 

A submarine net is made of wirj 
i rope, about as thick as a lead pencil, 
j and the meshes are of great size— 
1 about ten or fifteen feet square. The 
net has floats on top that keep bob- 
birg up and down like the float of a 
fish line, and on the bottom are 
weights that keep the whole thing 
in a perpendicular position. The sub¬ 
marine cannot submerge to^ very 
cat depths on acbcunt of the pres¬ 
sure—200 feet being about the limit¬ 
ing depth. It sails innocently along, 
therefore, until it pushes its nose intb 
these meshes. The net now trails

Repatriated^ 


Figures of Immigration to Canada 
. From the U. S. Given 

The Minister of the Interior gave 
Parliament some interesting immi¬ 
gration figures for the war years. In 
reply to a question he stated that the 
number of Canadians repatriated 
from the United States-has been: In 
1913-14, 17,638. in 1914-15, 18,011; in 
1915-16, 11,084; in 1916-17, 10,246. 

The number of immigrants admit¬ 
ted into Canada during the fiscal 
year 1916-17 was 73,395; of these 8,- 
282 came from the United Kingdom, 
2,935 from the continent of Europe, 
and 61,389 from the United States.. 
Immigrants deported numbered 605,- 
and 17,988 wet£. refused at the inter¬ 
national boundary lines, while 172 
were turned back at seaports.

Danger From Disease Carriers 
Should be Better Known 
One of thfe greatest discoveries in 
the history of medicine was that of 
Dr. Ronald Ross, who, at Calcutta, 
in-July; 1898, found that the spores 
of malarial parasites are concentrat¬ 
ed in fhe salivary gland'of the mos¬ 
quito, As Dr. Ross, himself wrote, 
“The exact route of infection of this 
great disease, which annually slays 
its millions of human beings and 
keeps whole-continents in darkness, 
was revealed. These minute spores 
enter the salivary gland of the mos¬ 
quito and pass with its poisonous 
saliva directly into the blood of men. 
Never in our dreams had ‘we imag¬ 
ined so wonderful a tale as this." 
Until lately it was^not known whethi 
er a disease-spreading mosquito coujd 
infect more than one person. Recent 
experiments of the public health ser¬ 
vice of the United States government 
have proved that an infected malar¬ 
ial mosquito can infect several per¬ 
sons without again obtaining blood 
from an original source of infection,! 
and that an infected mosquito retains i 
her ability to infect with malaria for 
at least 25 days. Even if a mosquito 
empties her available supply of inal-] 
arial parasites into one man, she may 
infect a second man a few hours or] 
a few days later through a new i 
generation of parasites. This is a 
most important discovery, for it 
shows that the individual diseases 
laden insect is a veritable machine- 
gun in point of danger, and it em¬ 
phasizes the necessity for stamping 
cut the breeding places of the malar¬ 
ial mosquito.

a farmer’s boy dislike the farm. Ev¬ 
ery farmer owes to his family and to 
himself the best that lie can do in 
the way of equipping the farm home 
and making the home grounds beau¬ 
tiful in order that the fullest and 
richest life possible may be enjoyed 
by all. 

The cost of improvement and 
‘planting will be one of the first con¬ 
siderations. The first item of im¬ 
provement, neatness, need cost noth¬ 
ing more tlwm the effort necessary to 
put things in their right places. Then, 
if planting is to be done, there 
should be a plan. This will cost only 
a little time and study in deciding 
upon how and where the planting is 
to be done. Very often the plants 
and trees required can be mostly, or 
wholly, secured from the neighbor¬ 
ing woodland. This is especially true 
of trees. Matty home grounds are 
planted entirely with native trees 
and shrubs. These will nearly al¬ 
ways give better satisfaction than the 
varieties offered by tree agents. 
Grape-vines can often be used for 
decorative purposes and at the same 
time supply fresh and lucious fruit. 
Many of the wild flowers; if given 
care in the (lower border of the home 
grounds, will thrive and bloom so 
well that they will hardly be recog¬ 
nized as wild flowers. 

• Home improvement,__ therefore, 

need not take much money, but it 
does take interest. If the farmer is 
interested in having a well kept and 
attractive home and grounds, he will 
find the little time necessary to ac¬ 
complish this end.—F.C.N.

A mechnnitj- who enlisted in the 
Princess 1’atncia’s Regiment was 
wounded, returned to Canada, spent 
three months in a convalescent hos¬ 
pital, and now cams double bis for- 
met pay, having taken full advantage 
of the mechanical drawing and arith¬ 
metic classes carried on there. Writ¬ 
ing to the hospital instructor, „ he 
says: 

“When I enlisted^ I was earning 
about $3 a day at my trade. At pres¬ 
ent, and since my discharge from 
military service, i am, technically, a 
better man all around; 1 am able 
now to hold a job as foreman in . a 
machine shop, with-more than twice 
the salary I was getting before. This 
benefit to me is greatly due to your 
practical information, and my on\y 
'regret Is that I was unable, after my 
discharge, to continue instruction 
with you as you had advised.” 

Not every man, of course, can 
“double his pay.” But one- of the 
most cheering facts proved by ex¬ 
perience during the war has been 
this—that almost all the disabled 
men, including the very seriously 
wounded, can be equipped once more 
\rith power to earn a good living.

Fanners of North Dakota Take, 
' Things in Their Own Hands 

Last summer the farmers of North 
Dakota, smarting under the wrongs 
inflicted by the two old politica^or- 
ganizations of that state, organized 
the Farmers’ Non-Partisan League 
and conducted a vigorous campaign 
for the election of state officers and 
members of the legislature. The 
campaign was more successful than 
even the farmers had reason to hope 
for, resulting in the election of a far¬ 
mer governor, a house, of representa¬ 
tives controlled by members pledged 
to the farmers’ platform, as well as 
23 out of 49 members of the senate. 
The program of the non-partisan lea¬ 
gue is an extensive one. it stands for 
state owned terminal elevators, flour 
mills, packing plants and cold stor¬ 
age warehouses. The governor, in 
his message, advocates the exemption 
of farm improvements from taxation, 
the establishment of state rural credit 
banks, state inspection of grain, min¬ 
imum wages for women, and other 
measures of a revolutionary charact¬ 
er. The impression prevails through 
the United States that if the farmers 
make good a similar movement will 
be inaugurated in other states. It is 
a great opportunity for accomplish¬ 
ing good, so let’s hope they succeed.

Bagdad is perhaps the most eternal 
■of all cities. She is built of clay, and 
back to clay she perpetually returns. 
But so long as the Armenian floods 
■carry down their early burden to the 
Persian Gulf; so long as Europe, As¬ 
ia and Africa join their tracks beside 
She city on the Tigris; so long as pil¬ 
grimage to Mecca, Medina, Kerbela, 
Nejef, Kazimain, Kurrr and Meshed 
runs along' this inevitable line; so 
long as ships ascend the river for the 
huge harvests that we shall soon sec 
-once more coloring with green the 
.plains of Mesopotamia; so long and 
perhaps longer, Bagdad must remain 
her imperishable, eternal, and inevi¬ 
table self. 

Bagdad is almost a fairy city, and 
its very name seems to open the por¬ 
tals of Eastern fancy and romance. 
With it will always be associated the 
Caliph Haruif-al-Raschid, Aaron the 
Righteous or the Orhtodox—mainly 
because in “The Arabian Nights” 
•everything of interest and, import- 
-ance gathers round his name. 

It must be one of the oldest cities 
in the world, for it existed when 
there were kings in Babylon, its old- 
«r name Baghadu—dating back to 
2000 B.C.—occurring in the lists in 
the library of Assur-bani-pal. Sir 
Henry Rawlinson, the famous Orien¬ 
tal scholar it was who found within 
the limits of the city, which was or¬ 
iginally founded on the west bank of 
the Tigris, the remains of the old 
•quay, built with bricks laid in bitu¬ 
men and bearing an inscription of 
the famous Nebuchadnezzar. 

Among; the graves of dead empires 
whose civilization goes back for over 
5000 years the Abbasid Caliphs rear¬ 
ed their capital city of Bagdad. Elam 
and Babylon, Assyria and Media, the 
Persia of the Achacmenians, of the 
Seleucids, of the Parthians, and of 
the Sassanides had borne sway in 
the plains of the Euphrates and of 
the Tigris for hundreds of genera¬ 
tions before the camel driver of the 
Kureish preached a new faith in 
Asia.

Why Wheat Lodges 

From an Italian experiment sta¬ 
tion comes a report of investigation 
into the causes of lodging in wheat. 
A high percentage of water in the 
stalks indicates a liability to lodge. 
It comes from three causes: high 
content of nutritive salts in the soi 1 , 
abundant moisture, and insufficient.
